1. LAOS/VIETNAM 

IN CEREMONY ENDING 6-DAY VISIT BY CODEL MONTGOMERY TO VN/ 
LAOS, REMAINS OF 1 1 MIAS TURNED OVER AT SUNSET SATURDAY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AT HANOI AIRPORT. HONOR GUARD OF 4 US MIL SERVICES 
CARRIED REMAINS ONTO AF PLANE WHILE OTHER AMERICANS PRESENT 
SALUTED. SIMILAR CEREMONY HELD EARLIER IN DAY IN VIETIANE 
WHERE OFFICIALS TURNED OVER REMAINS OF 4 AMERICAN FLIERS, 

1ST TO BE RETURNED BY LAOS. TWO PLANES CARRYING REMAINS/ 
CODEL/NEWSMEN FLEW FROM HANOI TO CLARK EN ROUTE TO HAWAII 
WHERE REMAINS WILL BE EXAMINED FOR POSITIVE ID. 

REP MONTGOMERY (D-MISS), TOLD NEWSMEN THAT VIETS SAID THEY 
WILL CONTINUE SEARCH FOR MORE REMAINS/WILL PASS ON INFO. 
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WHILE LAOTIANS DID NOT PROMISE TO CONTINUE SEARCHING, 
MONTGOMERY SAID BODIES OF MORE THAN 400 OTHER MIAS IN LAOS 
WILL PROBABLY NEVER BE FOUND (AP, SUN/UPI, WSTAR-BOTH 
HANOI 8/27; AP, WSTAR 8/25; AP, SUN; UPI, WP; WSTAR— ALL 
VIENTIANE 8/26; WP CLARK FIELD 8/27; JOC).
